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DETAILED ACTION 

1. In response to the previous office action, Applicant has amended claims 1, 6, 13, 
26, 27 and 29-31 and has cancelled claim 32. Claims 1-31 have been examined. 

Objections to Specification 

2. In view of Applicant's amendments, the previous objections to the specification 
are withdrawn. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

3. In view of Applicant's amendments, the previous rejections under 25 U.S.C. 112 
are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 14, 27 and 29-31, the closest prior art, Bezaire et al. (US 
5,758,088), hereafter Bezaire, in view of Yee ("Mobile Communications Design 
Fundamentals," Second Edition, John Wiley & Sons, 1993), does not explain 
establishing the same firewall configuration (at a firewall application in a first wireless 
transceiver) at a firewall application in a second wireless transceiver. Although Bezaire 
and Yee teach that the same firewall configuration is employed for a mobile device 
roaming from a first wireless transceiver to a second wireless transceiver, the firewall 
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application is hosted separately at a central server rather than within any of the wireless 
transceivers. 

Nokia ("Nokia A032," July 2000) teaches a firewall application within a wireless 
transceiver but does not explain a firewall configuration customizable to each particular 
mobile device in communication with the transceiver. 

It would not seem obvious to modify the method of Bezaire and Yee with the 
teaching of Nokia to provide for locating the firewall application in a wireless transceiver 
because Nokia provides no motivation for redistributing the centrally located firewall 
application of Bezaire and Yee to a plurality of wireless transceivers, particularly where 
the centrally located firewall application is part of a larger information service operating 
on dedicated message servers. 

Claims 2-13, 15-26 and 28 are allowed by virtue of their dependence on allowed 

claims.
